There are In Kentucky 14,572 Pres- 
byterians, an increaue of 2 per cent, 
over the membership reported last 
year- On this increase a large part 
waa due to evangelistic . work, tbe 
number of thoae received on oontea- 
■ion being 18 per cent better than 
normal uid St per oent better than 
lut year. Tbe number of Sunday 
aobool students in the Presbyterian 
churches grew durini; the year from 
11.639 to 12,512, a 7 per cent Increase. 

Kentucky Presbyterians contribut- 
ed to denominational work |88,424, 71 
per rent, better than their average 
$271,797 to local church support, an 
Increase of 55 per cent, over laat year. 
The average giving for all imrposos 
from 1916 to 1919 was $257,626. This 
y«r it Jumped to |418,187. The per 
oapita eontrlbatlona of Kentucky 
Praabytertana in the aame period 
Jumped trom $18.96 to t88.6S. Tbe 
Preabytery of Bbeneier, which waa 
host to the Synod, reportM a 58 per 
cent. Increase In number of membera 
received on contessiou over normal. 
6 per cent, net increase in numbers Of 
members, 127 per cent lncrea.se in 
contributions to denominational ben 
evolences and 167 per cent, increase 
in giving to local church support 
Tbe per capita of this presbytery for 
denominational work la second only 
to Loulavillei Tbe remarkable increase 
In giving and other actlviUea In Ken 
tnoky ia aaoribed to the spirit ud 
method! ot the New Bra Uanomt, 
the forward movement ot the Preaby- 
terlan church.

Take the Srhuols Uut of Politics and 
Thereby JIake Great Adraaee, 
Sayi BdMBtioBal Sarvey

Frankfort, Ky., Oct. 16. — Selection 
of a competent. State Superintendent 
of Public initruction under the pres- 
ent method of political nomination 
and election "ia an accident", the 
Kentucky Educational Survey Com- 
mission declared In a report on tbe 
subject made to Governor Edwin P. 
Morrow and approved by hini. 

"Educatlors of proven ability cannot 
ordinarily afford, either pmfes.slonally 
or financially to stand on party plat- 
forms, submit to party pressure or go 
through partisan elections," the com- 
mission said. 

"A properly conatituted State Board 
of HMncation, with adeauate and ap- 
i)ropriate powers, including the power 
to select the atate auperintendent. is 
essential to tbe proper development of 
our public Bcbook," the commission 
says in the report. 

"Such a board will take the schools 
out of politics, put the state superiii- 
leiident on a professional basis, and 
will, through the state superintendent 
vitalize our entire public school sys- 
tem. Wise and aggressive leadership 
ia our greatest single educational 
need. It ia greater than tbe need of 
better trained teaobera; greater than 
the need of more money, however 
great these may be. But>wiie and 
aggressive educational ieaderahip Is 
impossible In Kentucky, unless the 
people ratify amendment number 
one." 

One of the great needs ot Kentucky 
in some means of e(|\iallzlng the 
length of school ternis and establish 
niont of at least one standard rural 
high school in eacli of the fifty-two 
counties which has no high school, the 
commlaslon declares In a report on 
conditlona which led to aubmlMion to 
the people at the November election 
ot a Conatitutional amendment which 
would provide for a change in the 
method ot distributing ten per cent, ot 
the atate school fimd. The report ot 
the commission, which is headed by 
Dr. W. A. Ganfleld. president of Cen 
tre College, Danville, was approved 
by Governor Morrow yesterday. 

The report recites tho history of 
school funds of the state, showing how 
witli the exception of $124,000 Interest 
on the permanent school fund the four 
million dollars annualUy distributed 
among tho achoola eomei from taxa- 
ttoB. Thil fund ii diatrihuted <m the 
baiii ot 16.10 for each child ot ichool 
age in the itate.
